Action through the city attorney 
in an effort to obtain a stay of 
the injunction is planned by Mayor 
Latimer. 

In censuring the defendants, 
Judges John B. Sanborn, G. H. 
Nordbye and M. M. Joyce said: 

“Defendants had no right to use 
troops to deprive the plaintiff of 
the right to possess its own prop- 
erty, or to prevent it from using 
its property, or to prevent it from 
using its property in conduct of its 
lawful business.” 

The court pointed out that “there 
is no insurance that the unlawful 
closing of the plant will not be re- 
peated” if the injunction were de- 
nied and reopening takes place 
later. 

“To say that because law‘ul use 
of property will incite lawless per- 
sons to commit crime and destroy 
life and property such lawful use 
must be suppressed is to say that 
the will of the mob and not the 
Constitution of the United States 
is to become the law of the land,” 
the decision continued. 

“Breeding of Violence.” 

“Use of troops or police for such 
purposes would breed violence and 
constitute assurance to those who 
resort to violence to attain their 
ends that if they gathered in suf- 
ficient numbers to constitute a men- 
ace the forces of the law would not 
only not oppose them but would 
actually assist them in accomplish- 
ing their objective. 

“There could be but one final re- 
sult, a complete breakdown of Gov- 
ernment and resort to force both by 
the law abiding and the lawless. 

“Churches, stores, newspapers, 
channels of communication, trade 
and commerce, even the homes of 
people, could be closed by civil 
authorities under such a rule in 
case their owners have offended a 
sufficiently large group of persons 
willing to resort to violence in or- 
der to close them.” 


Gov. Olson Comments on Federal 
j Injunction.

ROCHESTER, Minn., Feb. 7.— 
Gov. Floyd B. Olson today charac- 
terized the Federal Court injunction

In addition, many agencies which 
formerly were affiliated with the 
Community Fund were dropped 
from membership when United Re- 
lief, as United Charities formerly 
was designated, was formed in 1932. 
Among these were the Boy Scouts, 
the Y. M. C. A., and other so-called 
character building agencies. Trus- 
tees of the Community Fund have 
‘given consideration to getting 
these organizations back should 
the fund withdraw from United 
Charities. 

Drive $600,000 Short. 
The question of withdrawal was

Small 
arms ammunition is not bulky like 
shells for artillery and _ aerial 
bombs, and is much cheaper. 

Its war of national defense is not 
costing Ethiopia one-fiftieth part 
of what the attempted conquest is 
costing Italy, perhaps not one-hun- 
dredth. But Ethiopia also has not 
one-fiftieth the money and internal 
borrowing power that Italy has de- 
spite the latter’s very limited finan- 
cial resources.

WILD LIFE PROGRAMS 


Biological Survey and Fisheries 
Bureau Present Plans at 
Close of Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON,» Feb. 7. — Two 
wild life preservation programs 
were presented by Federal authori- 
ties today at the final sessions of 
the North American Wild Life Con- 
ference. 

Ira N. Gabrielson, chief of the 
Bureau of Biological Survey, of- 
fered a program for establishment 
of game and fish preserves, Federal 
and State Co-operation, research 
into wild life problems, cessation 
of stream pollution and co-ordina- 
tion of activities of Federal land 
administration agencies. 

“The Federal Government has a 
national responsibility to develop 
primary areas for preservation of 
wild life,’ Gabrielson said. His re- 
port concluded with a recommenda- 
tion for ‘“basie protective legisla- 
tion and regulations drawn to meet 
the needs of wild life, not merely 
the wishes of groups of special in- 
terests.” 

Frank T. Bell, Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Fisheries, recom- 
gnended a future fish conservation 
program embodying: 

1. Conservation of food and game 
fisheries in interior waters 
through protection of existing fish 
supplies, development of fishery re- 
sources in interior waters, and re- 
clamation of fishing waters. 

2. Management of commercial 
fisheries through stabilization of 
yield, rational exploitation of the 
supply, and wise use of fishery 
products. 

Conference Addresses. 

Representative A. Willis Robert- 


‘| son of Virginia proposed that reg- 


ular standing committees on wild 
life, with power to act, should be 


| named in Congress in place of the 


present special committees. 
L. L. Taber, president of the Na- 


| tional Grange, 


in an address yes- 
terday, said the rights of land- 
owners must be recognized and 
that the country’s 6,500,000 farmers 
must be interested in the wild life 
conservation movement. 

Aldo Leopold of the University of 
Wisconsin urged some means of re- 
ward for private conservation of 
small game and maintenance of 
| waterfowl breeding areas. Taber 
'said farmers should be compensat- 
ed in some way for using their land 
or swamp areas for protection of 
game. 

“The farmer must be convinced 
that game is a valuable by-product 
of the farm, and the _ sportsman 
must not expect the farmer to con- 
tribute to his pleasure without 
compensation,” said Harry B. 
Hawes, former Senator from Mis- 
souri. “When he is shown how, the 
farmer can make enough from 
game to at least pay his taxes,” 
Hawes said. 

Hawes’ Recommendation. 

He urged that all Federal con- 
servation agencies be consolidated 
under one control, and that the ad- 
visory board on game problems, 
formed 25 years ago, be “restored 
to full vigor and power.” 

The state factor, Hawes said, rep- 
resented the largest part of the wild 
life problem. He recommended: 

Adoption of a proposed model 
state administrative law, removal 
of politics from fish and game ad- 
ministration, establishment of new 
parks and sanctuaries, promotion of 
game and ‘fish conservation study 
in universities and public schools, 
financial assistance for instruction 
in land grant colleges and 4H 
clubs, and state funds for the sup- 
port of conservation. 

Dr. John Studebaker, United 
States Commissioner of Education, 
pointed to the field the public 
schools offer for spreading con- 
servation information. He suggest- 
ed that a service be set up in his 
office to arouse interest in con- 
servation, help schools formulate 
courses and to send out, material 
for school use.

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DISCOVERY OF STAR 
7O.TIMES HEAVIER 
THAN SUN REPORTED 


Harvard Observatory Scientist 
Says It Is Heaviest Known 
to Astronomers. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 7.— 
Harvard College Observatory an- 


nounced last night the discovery of 
the heaviest star known to astron- 
omy. 

Dr. Sergei I. Gaposchkin, who 
made the discovery, found the star 
to be 40 million times heavier than 
the earth and 70 times heavier 
than the sun. 

He found, too, that it was an 
eclipsing star, composed of two ce- 
lestial giants, which, as they re- 
volve about each other, hide each 
other from the earth. 

So enormous is the lafger of the 
pair that it has a radius of 10 mil- 
lion miles, 23 times the radius of 
the sun, he said. 

Some conception of the star’s 
magnitude may be gained from the 
fact that, lonely as the moon may 
appear in space, it is only 238,857 
miles from the earth. 

The smaller star is, comparative- 
ly, of only slightly smaller propor- 
tion. Its radius is seven million 
miles and its mass 30 times that of 
the sun, 

Known to astronomy as “29 Canis 
Majoris” (Constellation of the Great 
Dog), the star is easily visible to 
the eye in the southern sky under 
Cirius and near the Constellation 
Orion. 

One of the hottest of known stars, 
its light, traveling at a speed of 
186,324 miles a second, takes 20,- 
000 years to reach the Earth.

ROME, Feb. 7.—Luigi Cardinal 
Sincero, secretary of the Rome con- 
clave, died today. He was 66 years 
old. The Cardinal was stricken 
with paralysis a week ago. He had 
many friends in the United States, 
made frequent visits to the Amer- 
ican college in Rome and was a 


protector of the Knights of St. 
George of the United States. 

The Cardinal, secretary of the 
Congregation of the Oriental Church, 
was appointed by Pope Pius Nov. 
25, 1934, to succeed the late Cardinal 
Gasparri as president of the Com- 
mission for Codification of Oriental 
Canon Law. He was created a 
Cardinal in 1923. 

A former canon and professor in 
the seminary at Vercelli, in Pied- 
mont, Mgr. Sincero was called 
to Rome some years ago as auditor 
of the Holy Sacred Tribunal of the 
Rota, the court which, among other 
duties, is authorized to grant an- 
nulment of marriages between Cath- 
olics. 

After the death of Pope Benedict 
14 years ago, he became secretary 
of the conclave, a position second 
only to that of membership in the 
College of Cardinals. 

When Pope Pius was elected, the 
secretary of the conclave assisted 
him in donning the pontifical robes 
and, kneeling before him, handed 
him the white cap of the pontiff. 
Pope Pius, elevated the conclave 
secretary of the Cardinalate. 


HOFFMAN SAYS HE WILL FIGHT

Governor Denounces “Carping

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Gov. Har- 


old G. Hoffman of New Jersey, 
who reprieved Bruno’ Richard 
Hauptmann in the Lindbergh kid- 
naping case, today entered a new 
phase of his fight for control of 
the Republican party in his State. 

Referring to a rival group of New 
Jersey Republicans, at a birthday 
anniversary dinner for him last 
night, Hoffman denounced “carping 
critics” he said were attempting 
to undermine confidence in his ad- 
ministration. His speech was a 
reply to the decision of the State 
committee Wednesday to assume 
“seneral jurisdiction” over party 
affairs. 

Henry Jeffers Sr., chairman of 
the committee, said Hoffman was 
still “titular leader of the party.” 
Jeffers sat on the platform with the 
Governor at the dinner. Although 
Hoffman has been criticised for his 
activity in the Hauptmann case, 
Jeffers said that did not influence 
the committee’s action. 

Referring to the action of the 
State committee, Hoffman said: 
“If the gauntlet has been thrown 
down and a fight is demanded there 
will be plenty of fight. There will 
be a real fight, and I will depend 
on such people as you to help me.”

GARMISCH-PARTENKIRCHEN, 
Germany, Feb. 7.—The United States 
and Canada cliched berths in the 
next round of Olympic hockey com- 
petition today. 

Displaying much better form than 
in their victory over Germany, 1-0, 
yesterday, the American hockey 
representatives turned back Swit- 
zerland, 3-0, with a dazzling second 
period offensive that netted all 
three goals inside one minute of 
play. 

Canada, the defending champion, 
meantime, crushed Latvia, 11-0, for 
its second victory in as many days. 

Both the United States and Can- 
ada thus qualified for the second 
series of round robins which will 
lead to the crowning of an Olympic 
champion. Each has one more game 
in the first round robin series yet 
to play, the United States with Italy 
and Canada with Austria, but these 
cannot affect the safe passage of 
the two prime favorites into the 
next round. 

Under the system here the top 
two ranking teams in each of the 
four groups into which the 15 chal- 
lengers are divided, qualify for the 
second round. |. 

Neither the U. S. or Swiss could 
break through for a score in the 
opening period. 

In the second period both sides 
repeatedly changed forward lines 
but the rival defenses were so pow- 
erful it looked like a deadlock. The 
Swiss had the better and shorter 
passing attack but Garrison and 
Frank Shaughnessy, the American 
defense men, gave the United States 
the defensive edge. 

There were real shots at either 
goal although Paul Rowe did some 
accurate shooting from long range. 
John Lax, the center, also troubled 
the Swiss. 

With less than two minutes to go 
in the period, Frank Stubbs dashed 
down the center and passed to 
Spain right in front of the Swiss 
goal. Spain’s shot was good and 
America led, 1-0. 

The crowd hardly had quit cheer- 
ing when Garrison passed from be- 
hind the goal to Elbridge Ross who, 
completely uncovered, scored on a 
low, hard one. Garrison completed 
the sudden scoring orgy with a 
wild shot from mid-ice which the 
Swiss goalie deflected into the net. 

Tom Moone, American goalie, 
made only four stops in the third 
period so much were the Swiss bot- 
tled in their own territory. 

Only a small crowd braved the 
bitter cold to see the game but it 
was rewarded with good, clean 
hockey without a single penalty. 

The Canadians, led by Hugh Far- 
quharson of Montreal, scored six 
goals in the final period and gener- 
ally won as they pleased. Farqu- 
harson scored four goals. Canada 
beat Poland, 8-1, in its first match. 

Czechoslovakia whipped Belgium 
in another hockey tussle, 5-0. 

The British hockey team took to 
the Olympic ice today for its open- 
ing game with Sweden with James 
Foster, goalie, and Alex Archer, 
“wing, the players declared ineligi- 
ble two nights ago, in the lineup. 

Canada, which made the original 
objection to the players, asked that 
the suspensions be lifted and this 
was agreed to by the International 
Hockey Association only a few min- 
utes before the game began.

Birger Ruud, rated the world’s 
greatest all-around skier, and Laila 
Schou-Nilsen gave Norway the first 
championships when they won the 
two 3000-meter downhill ski races, 
according to the official placings. 

Ruud, winner of the Olympic ski 

jump at Lake Placid in 1932, was 
clocked in 4:47.4 as against 4:51.8 
or Johann Pfnuer of Germany, 
who was second. Mlle. Schou-Nil- 
sen covered the course in five min- 
utes, 4.4 seconds and beat Lila 
Resch of Germany by four sec- 
onds. 
The American contingent did not 
finish in the money in either of 
the events. Dick Durrance of 
Dartmouth made the best showing 
among the men, covering the course 
in 5:16.2 for eleventh place. Among 
the women, Elizabeth Woolsey of 
New Haven was tops, finishing in a 
tie for fourteenth place in 6:12.8. 

Although the individual titles 
went to Norway, Germany made a 
strong showing to tie the Norse- 
men for first place in the Olympic 
standings. Counting 10 points for 
first, five for second, four for third 
and etc., Norway and Germany fin- 
ished the day with 22 points each. 
Switzerland and France, the only 
other countries to break into the 
scoring, had three each.

MEN’S RACES ON 
WOMEN’S INDOOR 
TRACK PROGRAM 
ARE APPROVED

Four events for men—a high 
school half-mile relay, intercolle- 
giate half-mile relay, high school 
100-yard dash and an_-— exhibition 
100-yard dash between Ralph Met- 
calfe of Marquette and Ed Waite 
of Washington U.—have been sanc- 
tioned for the National women’s in- 
door track and field championships 
by Roy Keller, chairman of the 
men’s track and field committee of 
the Ozark A. A. U. 

The sanction was granted follow- 
ing a meeting of Ozark track chair- 
men and other interested persons 
last evening at the Downtown Y. 
MC. A. 

The meeting was called by Al- 
fred Fleishman, acting in the ab- 
sence of Charles Gevecker, Ozark 
A. A. U. president, after Marvin 
Plake, promoter of the St. Louis 
Indoor Relays, had said that pro- 
moters of the girls’ indoor cham- 
pionships were entering his field 
in putting on men’s events; and 


\that he had been unable to learn 


just what men’s events were sched- 
uled on the girls’ program. He said 
he wanted to know so that he could 
shape his Indoor Relays program, 
scheduled Feb. 29. 

‘ The list of men’s events on the 
girls’ program reached Chairman 
Keller yesterday morning through 
the mail, it developed. According 
to A. A. U. rules it should have 
been in his hands 30 days before 
the scheduled date of the meet. 

Plake asserted that mixed track 
events, in the long run, were harm- 
ful to the sport, and he asked that 
a policy to separate men’s and 
women’s events be shaped to govern 
future track activities. The ulti- 
mate action of the A. A. U. officials 
disclosed that they did not hold to 
this belief; they merely agreed that, 
in the future, rules should be en- 
forced regarding the placing of the 
scheduled events in the hands of 
the track chairman 30 days before 
the date of the meet. 

The promoters of the girls’ meet 
voiced the opinion that a girls’ 
program, with no events for male 
athletes, would not draw 200 spec- 
tators., This belief was seemingly 
concurred in by others present, ex- 
cepting one—Miss Dee Boeckmann, 
chairman of the Ozark A. A. U. 
women’s track and field committee. 
. Detailed announcement of the 
men’s events on the coming girls’ 
program caused mild surprise on 
the part of Plake, a law student at 
Washington University. 

“Did you say an intercollegiate 
half-mile relay?” he asked after the 


| list of events had been read.

“Well, you'd better tell the boys 
out at Washington about it,” he 
volunteered. “They are training for 


_a mile relay.” 


Those present besides Fieishman, 
Keller, Miss Boeckmann, and Plake, 
included Dr. Norman Rathert and

An at- 
torney for Rathert and Reflow also 
was present. 


BADGER COACH 

DENIES ORDERING 
‘SPIKED DRINKS 
FOR HIS PLAYERS 


By the Associated Press. 

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 7. Dr. 
Clarence W. Spears, head football 
coach of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, made a flat denial to the re- 
gents investigating committee to- 
day that he had ordered drinks 
“spiked” with liquor served to foot- 


bal] players as charged by Trainer 
William Fallon. 

Testimony that liquor was served 
to Wisconsin football players be- 
fore Coach Spears came to Wiscon- 
sin and that Athletic Director Wal- 
ter E. Meanwell had admitted there 
was a “fight on” between himself 
and Spears was heard today by 
the committee. 

Two former varsity men, Frank 
“Moon” Molinaro and Dave Tobias, 
who played both under Spears and 
his predecessor, Coach Glenn This- 
tlethwaite, said they had been giv- 
en “spiked” drinks between halves 
by Trainer Fallon. 

Fallon testified yesterday that 
Dr. Spears had ordered him to give 
the players alcoholic stimulants but 
both Molinaro and Tobias said that 
Fallon had served them “spiked” 
drinks before Spears took over the 
coaching job. 

Assistant Coach Richard “Red” 
Smith testified that Dr. Spears was 
strenuously opposed to the use of 
alcohol by university athletes. 

Commenting upon the incident 
which precipitated the investiga- 
tion—the circulation of a Spears 
ouster petition, which Dr. Mean- 
well was ciaimed to have encour- 
aged—Smith testified: 

“On one occasion I saw Dr. Mean- 
well at the athletic department of- 
fices. He said ‘You know there is 
a fight on between Doc Spears and 
myself. You had better be on the 
right side.’” 

Molinaro and Tobias testified 
that Trainer Fallon, on several oc- 
casions, had told them the reason 
they played so well was that the 
drinks given them during the game 
had “something” in them. 

Molinaro recounted such an oc- 
casion in 1930. 

“We had something between 
halves but it wasn’t enough to be 
worthwhile,” he said, adding that 
Thistlethwaite, then coach, knew 
nothing about it. 

“IT remember well when I went 
past Fallon’s locker and saw a bot- 
tle half full of liquor,” Tobias said. 
“Fallon said he used to have it 
when he was trainer at Missouri 
and Michigan.”

American Federation of Labor said 
today that even with continued 
business improvement there was no 
prospect of work for more than a 
handful of these millions. 

“We may expect the spring pick- 
up in industry this year to create 
at least temporary jobs for a small 
portion of the unemployed,” 
said, “but the vast majority have 
no assurance of anything but con- 
tinued jobléssness and dependence 
on relief and Government work 
projects.” 

The Federation president said 
that on Dec. 28, there were 3,541,- 
000 persons on WPA projects, in- 
cluding 514,000 in Civilian Conser- 
vation Camps. 

“If we count on improving busi- 
ness alone to put the unemployed 
to work,” Green said, “we may ex- 
pect little improvement in the situ- 
ation. In December, 1935, business 
activity was 21 per cent above De- 
cember, 1934, but employment was 
only 4 per cent higher. Clearly re- 
employment is not keeping pace 
with the rise in business activity. 

Business “Near Normal.” 

“According to the Annalist in- 
dex, business has already regained 
so much of its loss that an addi- 
tional rise of 7 per cent will bring 
it back to normal level. Employ- 
ment, however, is so far below nor 
mal that it will take an employ- 
ment increase of 28 per cent to give | 
jobs in industry to all those who 
want them.

Seymour vs. Millis. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N the current argument between the 
I Seymour and Millis factions concern- 
ing the causes of our entrance into the 
World War, you enlist the Post-Dispatch 
as a supporter of the former in your en- 
thusiastic editorial, “Recalling the Facts,” 
of last Sunday. You belabor the point 
that the submarine took us into that 
catastrophe. 
The submarine obviously supplied 
clever Allied propagandists with ready- 
made atrocity stories. These appealed to 
humane and emotional people—men in 
the street and intellectuals alike. The 


submarine became an emotional issue, 


like impressment in 1812. The main 
point, which you might have made, is 
that emotional issues should not carry 
-a country into a war. They do not 
serve this purpose if the people are suffi- 
ciently informed. One of the chief ser- 
vices of the Nye committee has been the 
clarity with which it has elucidated the 
vacuity of such issues, particularly the 
one involving the use of the submarine. 

The chief purpose of war is to destroy 
the enemy; the means adopted to achieve 
the end can always be justified or con- 
demned, depending on what side you 
happen to find yourself. The Germans 
figured that if the British could starve 
the Central Powers by means of an 
“illegal” blockade, then they were justi- 
fied in starving and drowning the enemy 
(along with a few neutrals foolish enough 
to get into the war zone) in the interest 
of their own self-preservation. 

Were they right? Remember that it 
was Woodrow Wilson who said, in 1917, 
that “when a war got going it was just 
war, and there weren't two kinds of it.” 
Allied officers have admitted that they 
would have used the submarine, too, if 
there had been any necessity for it. 

The important issue at the present 
time is not the argument over what emo- 
tional issue took us into the World War; 
it is, rather, whether such issues have 
any validity. We can always find lofty 
reasons for entering a war and, in 1917, 
if it hadn’t been the submarine, some- 
thing else could have been found to ex- 
cite the people. Perhaps Wilson could 
have “kept us out of war” by seeing to 
it that the country was well informed on 
both sides of the questions involved. Nat- 
urally, that would have been a little hard 


on the monopoly which the British propa- | 


gandists had established, and it certain- 
ly would have checked Allied credit in 
this country. As a future war approaches, 
let the neutral administration advertise 
two facts: that atrocities are committed 
—on both sides; that our interests (in 
whatever sphere involved) are not worth 
a war inspite of dirty work at the cross- 
roads.

THE PRESIDENT ON INFLATION. 


The duty rests constantly upon the President of 
the United States, the elected representative of all 
the people, to guard the national welfare against de- 
mands that pressure groups, representing special in- 
terests, are able to make effective in Congress. 

Just as it is fortunate that the Supreme Court 
can invalidate acts of Congress which invade rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution, so it is fortunate that 
the Constitution permits the President, through the 
veto power, to lay a restraining hand on the legisla- 
ture. The wisdom of this provision is especially man- 
| ifest in an election year. 
| Consider the present financial situation at Wash- 
ington, as depicted in a dispatch Wednesday from 
our Washington bureau. For the fiscal year 1937, 
the administration must find not only money for 
the requirements of the Government as foreseen 
when the President issued his budget message in 
January, but one billion dollars to pay on the soldier 
bonus, some $500,000,000 for a new farm relief plan, 
| $200,000,000 to satisfy existing AAA contracts and 
‘between one billion and two billion dollars for relief. 
It is conceivable that the Treasury, during the 


fiscal year 1937, may be called upon to disburse near- | 


ly 10 billion dollars. 

The situation is made to order for those economic 
illiterates who would take the “easy” road of cur- 
rency inflation, There are strong inflationist blocs 
in both the House and the Senate. Not only is there 
a movement for payment of the bonus with green- 
backs, but there is agitation, supported by Father 
Coughlin, for a three-billion-dollar Treasury issue to 
lighten the burden of farm mortgages. 

We do not believe, from the available evidence, 
‘that the currency inflationists. will prevail in this 


Congress, but the ever-present danger from their | 


activity is not to be ignored. Congress is loath to 
vote new taxes: economies, however drastic, would 
fall far short of ending the present and prospective 
deficits: there is constant pressure, even from inter- 


ests fully aware of the perils in inflation, for infla- | 


tionary measures of immediate benefit to themselves. 
' All these factors make for danger. Joined to them 
is the fact that the free and easy spending of the ad- 
| ministration has encouraged laxity in Congress. 


This is the darker and more ominous part of the | 


picture. On its brighter side is the stand that the 


President has taken against inflation. 
assurance in the character of the new Federal Re- 
serve Board appointments, in his call for taxes with 
which to finance the projected new farm program, 
in his non-use of legislation now on the statute 
books by which he might order the issuance of three 
billion dollars in greenbacks, in what apparently’ is 
the trend of present Treasury policy away from 


further monetary experimentation. 

The President put himself clearly on record in his 
bonus veto message of last year, to which he called 
attention in his recent veto. The President said: 


It is easy to see the ultimate result of meeting 
recurring demands by the issuance of Treasury 
notes. It invites an ultimate reckoning in un- 
controllable prices and in the destruction of the 
value of savings that will strike most cruelly 
those, like the veterans, who seem to be tempo- 
rarily benefited. The first person injuved by 
skyrocketing prices is the man on a fixed in- 
Come: . 4. 

Every country that has attempted the form of 
meeting its obligations which is here provided 
(in the Patman bonus bill) has suffered disas- 
trous consequences. In the majority of cases, 
printing-press money has not been retired 
through taxation. Because of increased costs, 
caused by inflated prices, new issue has followed 
new issue, ending in the ultimate wiping out of 
the currency of the afflicted country. In a few 
cases, like our own in the period .of the Civil 
War, the printing of Treasury notes to cover an 
emergency has fortunately not resulted in actual 
disaster and collapse, but has nevertheless caused 
this nation untold troubles, economic and polit- 
ical, for a whole generation. 

Unlike the long-term trend toward credit inflation, 


_a trend which arises from the sum total of the fiscal 


_and other policies of the Government, the danger of 


currency inflation comes specifically and directly | 


| from Congress. Congress passed the bonus bill over 
the President's veto. Congress, it is always to be re- 
membered, is a congeries of elements amenable to 
sectional and group influences. It is under tremen- 
dous pressure today to spend and spend. For this 
condition, and the threat that arises from it, the 
President cannot escape responsibility. But what 
has been done is water over the dam; the fact of im- 
mediate concern is that the fiat-money menace, what- 
ever its background, is today centered in Congress. 

The President is definitely on record against a 
course of action that could end only in the blackest 
‘disaster. That, as we have said, is a reassuring

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ALIEN ACTORS AND MUSICIANS. 

A hardy perennial is the bill for barring foreign act- 
ors and musicians. Two years ago, it was before 
Congress and failed of enactment, and now it is back 
again, provoking furious argument as before. 

The present tasks of the Immigration Service are 
insignificant eompared with what it would be up 
against should such a bill pass. The measure would 
bar all alien artists save those of “distinguished 
merit and ability.” That would be the rub. In a 
field where the most eminent cyitics disagree pro- 
foundly, the immigration inspectors would be expect- 
ed unerringly to sort out the geniuses from the hams, 
the nightingales from the crows. If they could do 
that, they wouldn’t be Ellis Island inspectors; they 
would be fabulously wealthy impresarios. 

From another standpoint, the law would have its 
drawbacks, If only great names are allowed entry, 
then a great deal of genuine talent will go to waste. 
Mme. Nazimova. was a comparative unknown when 
she arrived in America in 1905, and would have been 
barred by such a law.

A Significant History 


HE history of agricultural policy under 
T the New Deal illustrates‘in specific form 

many important matters which are now 
being dealt with largely in general partisan 
language. In at least two vital respects, to 
be sure, the demonstration is exceptionally 
favorable to the New Deal. For from the 
beginning, the experiment has been admin- 
istered by seasoned officials through a Gov- 
ernment department of established technical 
competence. Most, though not all, of the 
big experiments have been in the hands of 
improvisers. From the beginning, also, the 
legislation and the administration have been 
carried out in a spirit of friendly co-opera- 
tion with the farm leaders, whereas most 
of the other experiments have beer conduct- 
ed in an atmosphere of suspicion against 
bankers and business men. 

Yet under these favorable conclitions, the 
agricultural policy illustrates clearly the 
fundamental problem of the New Deal.

It begins with the desperate crisis of 1933. 
It was then universally admitted, though 
many have now forgotten it, that strong 
emergency measures were called for. The 
plain fact, however, was that in the spring 
of 1933, Congress did not know, and knew 
that it did not know, and knew that it did 
not have time to make up its mind, how to 
give the immediate relief to all the many 
different groups of distressed farmers. So 
it enacted a law which gave the administra- 
tion blanket powers. 

Admittedly, this was an extreme example 
of the delegation of powers, one that only 
a most desperate emergency could justify. 
But at that time, the country had reason to 
think that the emergency was desperate, and 
it approved the bill on the President's as- 
surance that he would be the first to ac- 
knowledge error, 

The measures adopted under the act con- 
sisted on the one hand of a change in the 
value of the dollar and a resort to monetary 
deflation; on the other, of restricting the 
production of crops that had unsalable sur- 
pluses. The combined result has been tem- 
porarily good in that certain farm prices 
rose. What part of the good result is due 
to the gold revaluation and what to crop re- 
striction has never been finally agreed upon. 

The AAA nevertheless received the credit 
for the whole result. But those who knew it 
best liked it least. For they realized that 
in the long run it was a very dangerous en- 
gine. Committing the Government to the 
principle of a definite price for a few crops, 
it established pressure groups of farmers 
who were bound to be tempted to raise the 
price. Congress would not have been able 
to resist the demand to imcrease “the parity 
price” and in the case of tobacco it had, I 
believe, already yielded. 

Moreover, a system which put several! mil- 
lion farmers under definite contract with of- 
ficials in Washington and called for a con- 
stant stream of personal checks from Wash- 
ington was on the face of it a political mon- 
strosity in a federal government. Then, 
too, for the long run the whole emphasis of 
the AAA was wrong in that it was con- 
cerned with the prices of a few crops rather 
than with the protection of agriculture as a 
whole. : 

To his great credit, Secretary Wallace 
was among the first to recognize the grave 
weaknesses of the policy he was so success- 
fully administering. He was among the first 


to realize that its apparent and temporary 
success was in fact its greatest evil. For 
success tended to consolidate the AAA in 
the form of vested interests. He had be- 
gun to lay his plans for a change of policy. 
But that change was bound to be slow, per- 
haps to be impossible, because the AAA, 
with its checks, was politically difficult to 
disestablish. 

At this int, the Supreme Court inter- 
vened and did what no politician would 
have dared to do. It simply stopped the 
whole thing. The public reaction was high- 
ly significant and it throws great light upon 
the realities which underly the current po- 
litical debate. 

The naive New Dealers jumped to the con- 
clusion that human progress had been 
stopped. To their minds, the improvisations 
of 1933 were the only conceivable ways of 
dealing effectively with the farm problem. 

The naive anti-New Dealers jumped to the 
conclusion that the court had put an end 
ato all the nonsense and that the farm prob- 
lem, which has dominated American politics 
since the election of Thomas Jefferson, the 
problem of keeping industry and agriculture 
in balance with each other, could now be 
dropped like a hot potato. The one side 
damned the court on the ground that it had 
prohibited what it had not in fact prohib- 
ited, and the other praised it for being just 
twice as conservative as in fact it was.

Between them, they stirred up an angry 
debate over an issue that did not exist. For 
when men interested in agriculture rather 
than in political slogans sat down to exam- 
ine the situation soberly, they discovered 
that the plain words of the decision left 
not only left but strongly confirmed—the 
national power to do the very things which 
in the long view were the very things that 
they believed it was necessary to do. 

The court had indeed stopped the AAA. 
But they knew it ought to be stopped, and 
they were .politically unable to stop it. The 
court had compelled them to seek a solu- 
tion which decentralizes the administration 
of the policy. They knew that it ought to 
be decentralized. The court had stopped 
them from handing out public money to par- 
ticular groups of farmers producing particu- 
lar crops. They knew that this was an evil 
leading to corruption. 

The court had stopped Congress from reg- 
ulating the price of a few crops that repre- 
sented organized groups of voters They 
knew that fixing a few prices is in the long 
run no solution of the farm problem. 

On the other hand, by freeing them of the 
incubus of the AAA, by confirming the 
spending power, the court had opened the 
way to a permanent farm policy, and had 
opened the minds of Congress and the coun- 
try to the need of it. 

The new policy, which has for some time 
represented the views of the ablest men in 
the Department of Agriculture, turned out 
to be in its essential principles the present 
policy of ex-President Hoover and of Gov. 
Landon, It is a curious paradox. While the 
Liberty Leaguers and the New Dealers are 
declaiming over the radio how irreconcilably 
they are opposed to one another on this vital 
question, in some ways the greatest of all 
national questions, responsible public men 
in both parties are in fundamental agree- 
ment.

dicates that the costs are higher 
in the navy yards for a number of 
reasons, principal of which is the 
fact that the average pay for labor 
is approximately 20 per cent high- 
er than in the New York Shipbuild- 
ing plant. This amounts to approx- 
imately $663,000 per boat. Second, 
due to more modern machinery tre- 
mendous savings in the cost of con- 
struction are found in the privately 
operated plants, the amount of 
which it is impossible to deter- 
mine.” 

Spencer and Amadon told the 
committee that with an investment 
of approximately $6,000,000, to re- 
place antiquated machinery in the 
Navy’s yards, it would be possible 
to lower the Navy’s construction 
costs materially, thus increasing 
the margin between the cost of pri- 
vate and of public shipbuilding.

Holland, came to see me 
this morning to talk over the pos- 
sibility of exhibiting some of the 
work of our modern American 
painters in Holland. 

She says they say to her quite 
often over there, “Can Americans 
really paint?” 

So she has decided that it is time 
for an exchange of pictures be- 
tween the two countries. When 
our Minister to Holland, Mr. Gren- 
vile Emmet, was home before 


Christmas, he spoke to me about 


this and said Mme. Delgardo-Orth 


would be over here to make the 
arrangements. 

She now finds that the Museum 
of Modern Art of New York City 
has been negotiating for an exhibit 
to go both to London and Paris. 
This exhibit is to include American 
artists who have been painting dur- 
ing the past 70 years, and also will 
show some sculpture and archi- 
tectural work. 

Madame Delgardo-Orth does not 
think that the museum at Rotter- 
dam or The Hague would want 
anything but paintings, but hopes 
that arrangements can be made by 
which these could be taken to Hol- 
land. In return, an exhibition of 
Dutch paintings might be brought 
to the Museum of Modern Art. 

I think this will be a splendid 
thing for our own artists, and at 
the same time add to our knowl- 
edge and appreciation of Dutch art. 

The Van Gogh exhibition, which 
created such tremendous interest, 
was notable to me because, aside 
from his genius as a painter, it 


dealt with the problems of life as_ 
were | 


he encountered them. You 
therefore interested in the life of 
the man himself and at the same 


time in the conditions of society 
as “he depicted them. 

Much of our American art today 
springs from the same _ develop- 
ment in the artists, and _ records 
their reactions to their. environ- 
ment.

Frank didn’t want to, 
but Clarence kept taunting him and 
daring him until Frank was stung 
After the two boys 
went up to the roof, Frank got 
good and dirty, running up and 
down and stumbling over scuttles, 
while Clarence sat there, giving 
him orders, and kept his natty 
clothes tidy. To my horror, he even 
spread out his handkerchief on the 
trapdoor to sit on. And to crown 
all, this sneak told on Frank as 
soon as their mother came in. 

This wasn’t an exceptionally 
mean Clarence, either. He was just 
run-of-the-mill. Some were worse. 

So far as I could ever learn, how- 
ever, father had never heard 
of these stories, and had never 
dreamed of there being anything ob- 
jectionable in his name.

He paid no attention to the 
prejudices of others, except to dis- 
approve of them. He had plenty of 
prejudices himself, of course, but 
they were his own. He was humor- 
ous and confident and level-headed, 
and I imagine that if any boy had 
tried to make fun of him for being 
named Clarence, Father would sim- 
ply have laughed and told him he 
didn’t know what he was talking 
about. 

I asked Mother how this name 
had ever happened to spring up in 
our family. She explained that my 
great-great-grandfather was Benja- 
min Day, and my great-grandfather 
was Henry, and consequently my 
grandfather had been named Benja- 
min Henry. He in turn had named 
his eldest son Henry and his second 
son Benjamin. The result was that 
when Father was born there was 
no family name left. The privilege 


of choosing a name for Father had 
‘thereupon been given to Grandma, 
and unluckily for the Day family, 
she had been reading a novel, the 
hero of which was named Clarence. 


KNEW that Grandma, though 
| very like Grandpa in some re- 

spects, had a dreamy side which 
he hadn’t, a side that she usually 
kept to herself, in her serene, quiet 
way. Her. romantic choice of this 
name probably made Grandpa smile, 
but he was a detached sort of man 
who didn’t take small matters seri- 
ously, and who drew a good deal of 
private amusement from the hap- 
penings of everyday life. Besides, 
he was partly to blame in this case. 
because that novel Was one he had 
published himself in his magazine. 

I asked Mother, when she had 
finished, why I had been named 
Clarence too. 

It hadn’t been her choice, Mother 
said. She had suggested all sorts 
of names to Father, but there 
seemed to be something wrong with 
each one. When she had at last 
spoken of naming me after him, 
however, he had said at once that 
that was the best suggestion yet— 
he said it sounded just right. 

Father and I would have had 
plenty of friction in any case. This 
identity of names made things 
worse. Every time that I had 
been more of a fool than he liked, 
Father would try to impress on me 
my responsibilities as his eldest son, 
and above all as the son to whom 
he had given his name, as he put it. 
A great deal was expected, it 


seemed to me, of a boy who was 


named after his father, I used to 
envy my brothers, who didn’t have 
anything expected of them on this 
score at all. 

I envied them still more after I 
was old enough to begin getting 
letters. I then discovered that 
when Father “gave” me his name 
he had also, not unnaturally, 
I had to admit, retained it him- 
self, and when anything came for 
Clarence S. Day he _ opened it, 
though it was sometimes for me. 

He also opened everything that 
came addressed to Clarence S. Day 
Jr. He didn’t do this intention- 
ally, but unless the “Jr.” was clear-

and anyhow father was too accus- 
tomed to open all Clarence Day 
letters to remember about looking 
carefully every time for a “Jr.” So 
far as mail and express went, I had 
no name at all of my own. 


For the most part, nobody wrote 
to me when I was a small boy ex- 
cept firms whose advertisements I 
had read in the Youth’s Companion 
and to whom I had written request- 
ing them to send me their circu- 
lars. These circulars described re- 
markable bargains in magicians’ 
card outfits, stamps and coins, 
pocket’ knives, trick spiders and 
imitation fried eggs, and they 
seemed interesting and valuable to 
me when I got them. The trouble 
was that father usually got them 
and at once tore them up. I then 
had to write for such circulars 
again, and if father got the second 
one, too, he would sometimes ex- 
plode with annoyance.

During this period I got more of 
my mail out of father’s waste bas- 
ket than I did from the postman. 

At the age of 12 or 13 I stopped 
writing for these childish things 
and turned to a new field. Father 
and I, whichever of us got at the 
mail first, then began to receive 
not merely circulars, put persona! 

letters beginning: 

Dear Friend Day:

postage and packing, and we will 
put you in a position to earn a 
large income in your spare time 
with absolutely no labor on your 
part, by taking subscriptions: for 
The Secret Handbook of Mesmer- 
ism, and our Tales of Blood se- 
ries. 

And one spring, I remember, as 
the result of what I had intended to 
be a secret application on my part, 
father was assigned “the exclusive 
rights for Staten Island and Ho- 
boken of selling the. Gem Home 
Popper for Popcorn. Housewives 
buy it at sight.” After father had 
stormily endured these  afflic- 
tions for a while, he and I began 
tu get letters from girls. Fortun- 
ately for our feelings, these were 
rare, but they were ordeals for 
both of us. Father had forgotten, 
if he ever knew, how silly young 
girls can sound, and I got my first 
lesson in how unsystematic they 
were. 
playful they meant their letters to 
be, they forgot to put “Jr.” on the 
envelope every once in so often. 
When Father opened these letters, 
he read them all the way through, 
sometimes twice, muttering to him- 
self over and over: “This is very 
peculiar. I don’t understand this at 
all. Here’s a letter to me from 
some person I never heard of. I 


can’t see what it’s about.” By the.

time it had occurred to him that 
possibly the letter might be for 
me, I was red and embarrassed and 
even angrier at the girl than at 
Father. And on days when he had 
read some of the phrases aloud to 
the family, it nearly killed me to 


claim it.

Father was always perfectly decent 
about it, but he never changed.
